I  haA^e  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  administration  of  the  department  was 
in  the  able  hands  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Stott,  to  whom  my  grateful  thanks  are  due 
for  his  sustained  interest  and  unfailing  attention  during  my  absence  of  three 
years  on  Military  Sendee. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1945,  as  indicated  in  M.  of  H. 
Circular  28/46  dated  nth  February,  1946. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  12.93,  as  compared  with  14.44  f°r  the  previous 
year  and  with  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  26.13.,  which  compares  with  43.0  for  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  has  continued  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  and  the  employment  of  a  full-time  clerk  for  this  work  has  been  amply 
justified  by  the  result. 

Of  the  2,281  children  in  the  one  to  five  years  age-group,  2,174  have  been 
immunised,  a  ratio  of  95  per  cent.  In  the  five  to  fifteen  years  age-group  5,710 
children  from  a  total  of  5,873  on  the  register  have  been  immunised,  making 
97  per  cent.  Parents,  Head  Teachers  and  District  Nurses  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  this  highly  satisfactory  achievement  ;  immunity  can  be 
maintained  at  this  high  level  only  by  the  continuance  of  their  willing 
co-operation. 

Details  of  the  Scheme  were  given  in  the  Report  for  1945  and  remain 
unchanged. 

Three  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  and  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  One  came  from  a  party  of  Dutch  children  on  a 
visit  to  this  country,  and  the  immunisation  state  was  unknown.  Of  the 
remaining  two  children,  one  had  been  immunised  two  years  previously,  but 
had  failed  to  return  for  Schick  test.  The  other  had  completed  immunisation 
in  January,  1946  and  had  been  found  Schick  negative  in  June.  The  disease 
was  diagnosed  in  November,  on  clinical  grounds  only,  cultures  from  nose  and 
throat  swabs  being  free  from  diphtheria  organisms. 

No  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year  and 
the  demand  for  hospital  beds  was  fortunately  low. 

As  in  most  hospitals,  considerable  and  increasing  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  recent  years  in  maintaining  the  number  of  nursing  and  domestic 
staff  required  for  the  efficient  running  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Acting- 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Stott,  suggested  the  amalgamation  of  High 
Grove  Isolation  Hospital  with  the  already  modernised  Mid-Sussex  Isolation 
Hospital  as  a  means  of  overcoming  the  difficulty,  Avhich  by  the  middle  of 
1946  had  become  acute. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  both  Hospital  Management  Committees,  agreement 
was  given  to  this  proposal  and  corresponding  recommendations  made  to  the 
five  Councils  concerned.  All  passed  resolutions  agreeing  to  the  proposal, 
and  after  consultation  with  the  County  Council,  application  was  made  to  the 
Minister  of  Health,  who  made  an  Order  constituting  a  new  Joint  Hospital 
Board  consisting  of  members  appointed  by  the  constituent  Authorities. 
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The  Matron  and  staff  from  High  Grove  Hospital  were  transferred  to  Mid- 
Sussex  Hospital  in  November  and  the  former  Hospital  closed. 

Mid-Sussex  Isolation  Hospital,  situated  near  Burgess  Hill,  provides  40 
beds  for  a  combined  population  of  99,043,  equivalent  to  one  bed  for  2,476 
of  the  population.  This  provision  is  less  than  is  required  by  recognised 
standards,  but  is  balanced  by  agreements  made  with  neighbouring  Authorities 
to  admit  cases  of  infectious  disease  should  necessity  arise. 

Sixty-four  patients  and  contacts  were  treated  for  Scabies  at  East  Grinstead 
Cleansing  Station  during  the  year  ;  and  one  adult  and  eleven  children  were 
treated  by  the  District  Nurses,  two  children  in  Uckfielcl  and  the  remainder 
in  Crowborough. 

Insulin  was  supplied  free  of  charge  to  three  persons  in  necessitous 
circumstances,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
2734,  dated  4th  January,  1943. 

The  total  cost  amounted  to  £10  10s.  7d. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  proceeding  and  during  the  year  1,539 
dwelling  houses  were  inspected,  making  a  total,  since  the  commencement  of 
the  survey  in  August,  1944,  of  4,135.  In  the  first  instance,  it  was  thought 
that  no  more  than  4,000  of  the  8,475  working-class  houses  in  the  district 
would  come  within  Categories  3,  4  and  5  of  *  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
classification,  but  as  the  result  of  experience,  it  is  now  estimated  that  at  least 
4,500  dwelling  houses  will  require  inspection. 

On  behalf  also  of  Dr.  Stott,  I  have  to  thank  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Williams,  for  his  energetic  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  department 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  service. 

I  wish  to  record  also  our  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
invariably  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee.

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BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOP-PICKERS. 

Twenty-four  visits  were  made  to  hop-pickers’  lodgings  during  the  season. 
Ninety-eight  huts  were  provided  on  eight  farms  where  imported  pickers  were 
employed  and  the  occupants  comprised  seventy-eight  families,  including  eleven 
males,  one  hundred  and  twelve  females  and  ninety-three  children.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION.

The  Council  welcomed  the  assistance  given  by  this  Scheme,  which  has 
proved  of  considerable  value  in  the  systematic  clearance  of  rats  in  the  District. 
The  necessity  for  the  complete  treatment  of  the  widest  possible  areas  of  infesta¬ 
tion  was  recognised  and  commenced  in  1939  with  the  appointment  of  the 
Council’s  first  full-time  rodent  operator.

SEWER  CONTROL  SCHEME. 

The  inspection  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  was  carried  out  during  the 
period  from  June  to  December.  All  were  found  to  be  free  of  rats  with  the 
exception  of  the  Groombridge  sewer,  which  was  later  disinfested.  The  work 
involved  the  pre-baiting  of  twenty-one  separate  sewerage  systems.

Monthly  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  from  the  mains  supplies  of  all  Companies  which  operate  in  the 
area,  viz :  — 

The. Borough  of  Royal  Tunbridge  Wells. 

The  Crowborough  and  District  Water  Company. 

The  East  Grinstead  Gas  and  Water  Company. 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

The  Uckheld  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Uckfield  Water  Company  (Uckheld  and  Maresfield  Supplies). 

All  these  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  are  adequate  in  amount. 

During  the  year  surveys  were  made  in  the  Buxted,  Framfield,  Hadlow 
Down,  Hartheld  and  Wadhurst  parishes  and  a  “  public  health  need  ”  for 
piped  water  supply  was  established  in  the  following  localities:  — 

Butcherfield  Lane  and  Bolebrook  (Hartheld  parish). 

Combe  Lane  (Wadhurst  parish). 

Shepherds  Hill  (Hadlow  Down,  Buxted  and  Framfield  parishes). 
Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  provision  of  water  mains  to  serve  these 
areas. 

In  the  examination  of  wells  and  springs  supplying  private  dwelling  houses, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one  samples  were  taken  for  analysis.  The  Public 
Analyst  reported  seventy-eight  as  being  unsatisfactory,  and  of  these,  fifty-five 
related  to  samples  taken  in  the  course  of  the  surveys  already  described.  In 
the  remaining  twenty-three  cases,  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  the  defects. 
In  two  cases  main  water  supply  has  been  provided  and  in  fifteen  others 
arrangements  are  being  made  to  this  effect.
